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On returning to Australia, I have been asked 
about what the reaction was like in England af- 
ter their World Cup exit. Do they blame Rooney, 
Ronaldo or the team’s inability to win a penalty 
shoot-out? 

My answer is no, We hada team of players capa- 
ble of much more than what we acheived, Guus 
Hiddink, Jurgen Klinsmann and Luiz Felipe 
Scolari managed much more with less. It was the 
inability of the England manager, Sven-Goran 
Eriksson. Sven is, in my opinion totally at fault. 
England had one of the best elevens in the tour- 
nament and certainly England’s best eleven for, 
perhaps ever. Sven spent five years as England 
manager and in that time capped many players. 
While his stats are unquestionable and are the 
best for any England manager: played 67, won 
40, drawn 17 and lost 10 an average of 2.29 (3 
for a win and I for a draw). He lost on the three 
head to heads with Luiz Felipe Scolari, and this 
time he has fewer excuses playing a weaker team 
that lacked Costinha and Deco. As predicted it 
was a lack of strikers and poor decision making 
from the manager that cost England’s victory. 
When England beat Germany 5-1 five years 
ago, Sven earned respect and with it a lengthy 
honeymoon period, However, England still only 
qualified by a last minute free kick, by David

Beckham, against Greece. England’s 2002 world 
cup started well but they were finally exposed 
against Scolari’s Brazil, struggling to hold onto 
a 1-0 lead and losing in the quarters. Brazil be- 
came World Champions, England lost to a better 
team. ~ 

Two years later, Sven’sesquad had matured, 
youthful yet experienced, and there was a young 
Wayne Rooney on board: When Sven’s team 
was again faced with Scolari, this time manager 
of Portugal, again they decided to hang on to a 
1-0 lead and were caught out defending. Sven’s 
substitutions were all defensive Phil Neville for 
Steven Gerrard and Owen Hargreaves for Paul 
Scholes. This time England lost to a better team, 
playing on home ground. 

At the 2006 World Cup, England qualified top of 
their group. However this was against a poor Po- 
land side and with an embarrassing loss against 
Northern Ireland. In Germany, whilst it was not 
pretty, England won games and topped their 
group. In theory it was a good start. However, 
Sven still didn’t know what formation to play, it 
changed each game and along with the starting 
eleven. 4-4-2, 4-1-3-2, 4-5-1, then an impromptu 
4-4-1. After five years in charge, he was still un- 
sure and chose the formation to incorporate his 
best players, seemingly on reputation, not be- 


cause these players were the best available for 
their position. 


It seemed neither based on detailed knowledge — 


of the opposition or a tried and tested system 
that worked. For example, Rooney made an 
outstanding comeback from injury, but made 
little impact in the tournament without a goal to 
his name. This was not Rooney’s fault. It was 
because Sven played him as a lone striker, In a 
position that was alien to him and frustrated him 
to the extent that his young and feisty behaviour 
got him sent off in the last game. As it happens 
England played better with 10 men, in a more 
familiar 4-4-1. 

At least England are now a recognised best cight 
in the world having made the last three quarter 
finals of major tournaments. But, with nine or 
ten players (maybe not the goalkeeper) who are 
arguably in the top three in the world in their 
position we should be at least in the top four. 


Sven cost England more than his £24 million in 
wages and has cost us the best chance of win- 
ning the World Cup in 40 years. He has also left 
us with his understudy Steve McClaren, England 
has gone backwards!

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Serie A ‘Heavies’ Relegated [Zum 


ROME, Jul 14- Juventus, Lazio, and Fierentina 
were all relegated to Serie B on Friday after being 
found guilty of sporting fraud during the 2004/05 
Serie A season. 

AC Milan were found guilty as well, but will remain 
in Serie A with a 15-point penalty to start the 2006/07 
season. However, they will be banned ftom the Cham- 
pions League. 

‘The three relegated clubs also received points penalties 
of differing severity on top of their demotion to the 
second tier of Italian football. Juventus were docked 30 
points, Fiorentina 15 points, and Lazio seven points. 
Messina, Lecce and Treviso, who were all relegated 
after the 2005/06 season, will be allowed to stay in the 
top flight in the stead of the penalized clubs. 

In addition, Juventus’ Serie A championships from 
2004/05 and 2005/06 have both been stripped and all 
four clubs have been banned from European competi- 
tion for the 2006/07 season. 

‘The penalty to Juventus is actually a bit of reprieve 
after prosecutors had called for the Old Lady to be sent 
a further division down to Serie C1, while Milan were 
lucky to escape relegation. 

Juventus’ 30-point penalty will make it near impos- 
sible to win promotion next season, ensuring that the 
‘Turin side are out of Serie A for at least two seasons 
to come, 

Fiorentina are no strangers to relegation themselves, 
having been sent from Serie A to Serie Cl due to fi- 
nancial troubles after the 2001/02 season. They were 
promoted to Serie B in 2004, but were awarded a spot 
in Serie A when the top flight expanded to 20 teams. 
Lazio and Milan have also been relegated for irregu- 
larities in the past, being sent down to Serie B in 1980 
for match-fixing and betting on Serie A games, Lazio 


won promotion in 1983 before being relegated again, 
but have been in the top flight since 1988. 

Milan, meanwhile, won promotion the year after rel- 
egation, but their return to Serie A brough an almost 
immediate return Serie B, They, though, have been in 
the top flight since 1982. 

‘The Italian FA (FIGC) has been told by UEEA that they 
haye until 25 July to submit the list of their clubs that 
will be participating in European competition.

ROME, Jul 13- Former international player Roberto 
Donadoni faces the difficult task of succeeding Mar- 
cello Lippi as coach of the Italian national team. 

The 42 year old Donadoni had been without a job 
since resigning at Livorno eatlier this year. 

Donadoni spent most of his career as player at AC 
Milan, where he won five league titles and three 
Champions Cup trophies. He also participated at the 
1990 and 1994 World Cups, and played a total of 63 
matches for the ‘Azzurri’. 

According to the Italian football association FIGC, 
Donacdoni will be officially presented on Tuesday. 
Donadoni’s appointment comes after the now legend- 
ary Lippi added the ultimate prize to his list of ac- 


colades. 
After helping Italy to their first World Cup in 24 
years, Marcello Lippi resigned as manager of the Az- 
aurri on Wednesday after several days of speculation 
that he would leave. 

‘The 58-year-old, who took over the reigns of Italy fol- 
lowing their group stage knockout at Euro 2004, said 
hhe was satisfied with the job done in his two years 
in charge. 

“I believe that I have achieved what I set out to 
achieve as coach of the Italian team.” said Lippi. “I 
Want to thank the federation for the confidence it had 
in me during the last two years of work crowned by a 
result that will rest in the annals of Italian football and 
live on in the memory of our fans.” 

Lippi was also not happy with focus put on and his 
son Davide as part of the match-fixing scandal. Mar- 
cello was questioned by not‘implicated, but Davide is 
under investigation with a player agency involved. 
Lippi enjoyed a fine run as manger of Italy, losing just 
twice before going on a 25-match unbeaten run that 
culminated with the World Cup final. 

Italy’s first Euro 2008 qualifier is on 2 September at 
home against Lithuania and they will also compete 
against Scotland, Ukraine, Georgia, the Faroe Islands, 
and fellow finalists France in 12 total games.

ferent and have varied‘n their message, 

Zidane said in the interview, “I want to ask for for- 
giveness from all the children who watched that. 
‘There was no excuse forit. I want to be open and hon- 
est about it.” 

Rumors immediately went around that Materazzi 
called Zidane a tersorist, reports that the defender has 
denied vehemently, 

Despite Zidane’s retirement, FIFA has still said they 
will launch an investigation into the incident and Sepp 
Blatter has said he could potentially strip Zidane of 
the Golden Ball,
